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A Trip Among Minnesota Holstein Breeders 


HEN we think of Arden Farms, 

we think not only of Holsteins, 
but of Holstein milk, for the product 
of the Arden Farms Holsteins enjoys 
almost a national reputation for its 
purity. 

The farms are located about five 
miles from St. Paul and a little fur- 
ther from Minneapolis, on the direct 
road past the Minnesota State Fair 
Grounds, and consist of 800 acres, 
with a mile-and-a-half front on beau- 
tiful Lake Johanna, 
and with Lake Jose- 
phine, another pic- 
turesque spring-fed 
lake, in full view of 
the farm buildings. 

Altogether, nature 
has here been so 
‘prodigal of her 
charms that it is not 
surprising that Sena- 
tor Jos. M. Hackney, 
the proprietor, should 
have chosen this as 
the location for his 


farming activities 
and his summer 
home. Something 


besides beauty, how- 
ever, is required for 
success in farming 
as in almost any oth- 
er business, and that 
something is here 
supplied in the form 
of fertility and good 
tillage. Previous to its acquisition by 
Senator Hackney, eight years ago, the 
farm had been rented for thirty years, 
and with the usual result of depleted 
soil. 

Four years ago Mr. W. J. Young 
was given the management of the 
place. He had formerly managed Ar- 
cady Farms in New York State, and 
earlier had been located at South Side 
Farms in Minnesota, where Mercedes 
Julip’s Pietertje made the first 29-Ib. 
record. Mr. Young, in fact, was a 
Holstein man as well as a scientific 
farmer, and while he was restoring 
the soil to its former state of produc- 
tivity, he was able to show Senator 
Hackney why Holsteins ought to re- 
place the scrubs in the milk plant, and 
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he was so convincing that little time 
was lost in getting started. 

But first let us look about the farm 
a bit, and see in what sort of an envi- 
ronment. the herd is placed. 

A little earlier I said that the soil 
had been badly depleted after having 
been robbed for thirty years. The re- 
sults of Mr. Young’s efforts at build- 
ing it up are shown in part by the alf- 
alfa, twenty-two acres of -which are 
now successfully seeded. The accom-

panying photograph shows a field of 
ten acres from which this past season 
sixty-three full sized loads were taken 


in the three cuttings. This was sown’ 


in June of the preceding year, in a 
carefully prepared and properly inocu- 
lated seed bed, no lime or other chemi- 
cals being required for this soil. Corn, 
clover and the smaller grains are also 
grown in quantities, so that a large 
part of the feed for the herd is pro- 
duced right on the farm. 

This system, of course, means added 
profits from the dairy ‘proposition, 
which is so conducted that it would 
warrant the maintenance of the plant 
even if the breeding end was left out 
of consideration: The milk, which re- 
tails at 15c per quart in the twin

cities, is sold to the jobbers at 12c 
per quart in sealed bottles, being 
packed up at the farm. About 400 
quarts are disposed of daily in this 
way, while the balance of the produc- 
tion finds other uses. Mr. Young 
showed me the record for the month 
of October, which I did not understand 
was above the average, and the foot- 
ing was just in excess of $1500.00. Of 
course, in order to command this price, 
which ig more than three times as 
much as the most of 
us receive for our 
milk, extra precau- 
tions are required in 
handling it. The 
stables are kept 
spotlessly clean, the 
utensils thoroughly 
sterilized and the 
cows carefully 
groomed with udders 
and flanks clipped. 
The milkers' are 
required to wash 
their hands before 
milking each cow. In 
this way the bacte- 
rial count has been 
as low as 200, and 
averages about 2000, 
} a remarkable show- 
ing, especially when 
it is considerea that 
ordinary milk con- 
tains millions of bac- 
teria to the cubic 
centimeter. Mr. Young stated that the 
extra expense of producing certified 
milk, in their experience; amounted 
in labor to about the cost of one extra 
man. A comparison of this side of 
the question with the receipts as pre- 
viously given, leaves no chance for 
argument. 

Important, however, as the milk 
business is at Arden Farms, the main 
income producer is the Holstein herd 
as a breeding proposition. Senator 
Hackney has been willing to back 
Mr. Young’s judgment with plenty of 
cash, and as a result animals of dis- 
tinguished merit and popular lines of 
breeding have been secured for a 
foundation. 

Perhaps the first thing that im- 
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pressed me as I stepped into the dairy 
barn, was the clean, healthy appear- 
ance of the cows, and the good ventila- 
tion and light in the stable. The King 
System (?) is used, and it goes with- 
out saying that it is giving satisfactory 
results. The cows are not let out at 
all during the winter months, as with 
udders and flanks clipped, and their 
daily washing, it is feared that udder 
troubles and colds would result. "Hence 
the good ventilation is doubly import- 
ant. 

The first cow I was shown was Star 
Farm Cornucopia Rag Apple a daugh- 
ter of Rag Apple Korndyke, who has 
lately come into considerable extra 
prominence from the fact that one of 
his sons sold in public sale for $25,- 
000. Star Farm Cornucopia Rag Apple 
is a splendid individual, as shown not

only by her photograph, but by the 
awards at the Minnesota State Fair 
last fall, where she won fourth prize 
in very strong competition. She has 


records of 26.41 lb. butter in 7 days, - 


108.7 lb. in 30 days, averaging nearly 
86 lb. milk per day for the latter per- 
iod. She had been in semi-official 
year’s test six months at the time 
of my visit, and was then producing 
G0 Ib. milk per day, and it was expect-

of Sir Veeman Hengerveld, and a 
worthy representative of her breed- 
ing. She made last spring a 7-day rec- 
ord of 29.29 lb., continuing finely for 
30 days with 121.94 lb., and averaging 
over 90 lb. milk per day during the 
former period. Although she injured 
one leg in the stanchion, and stepped 
on a nail with another foot, and as a 
consequence has been hobbling around 
all the fall on two legs, she will finish 
her year with very close to 800 lb. but- 
ter. : 

One of the best prospects in the 
herd is the 21-lb. junior 2-yr-old, Star 
Watson 2d, who averaged over 64 Ib. 
milk per day for 30 days. She is a 
daughter of Sir Johanna Fayne, of 


ideal type, and a good candidate for 
the 30-lb. class. Her sister, Johanna 
Fayne Star, with a 3-yr-old record of 
24.6 lb., is a 1600-lb. cow of very simi- 
lar build, and one that is bound to be 
heard from further.

at next freshening. The regard in 
which the proprietors hold Wisconsin 
Bess Piebe Laura is shown by the 
fact that they are retaining her son 
for service in the herd. 

Netherland Johanna De Kol 5th, a 
22-lb. junior 2-yr-old daughter of Sir 
Johanna De Kol, and the great trans- 
mitting 24-lb. cow, Netherland Johan- 
na De Kol, is another one in which 
Mr. Young has great confidence. In 
conformation and markings she close- 
ly resembles her wonderful sister, Joh- 
anna De Kol Van Beers (40.07 Ib.). 

Tidy Abbekerk Princess Gisella is 
one of the best daughters of that fa- 
mous sire Tidy Abbekerk Prince. At 
the age of four years she has dropped 
four calves, one winning first at the 
Minnesota State Fair 1914, and has 
made records of 21.67 lb. at 3 years, 
and 27.01 lb. at 4 years. She is due 
again in March, and Mr. Young says 
that nothing short of a cyclone will 
keep her out of the 30-Ib. list.

highest in the world at the time. ‘She 
is from a daughter of Lilith Pauline 
De Kol’s Count, and is a full sister to 
a 26-lb. 2-yr-old with first calf that 
has a year’s record at the same age 
of 814.71 lb. butter, 118017.9 li. milk, 
making them the two greatest full sis- 
ters of the breed, age considered. 
The two nearest dams of King Segis 
Pontiac Count thus average 33.12 Ib. 
butter in 7 days, 132.98 lb. in 30 days; 
1157.44 lb. in a year, with 24,774 Ib. 
milk for the latter period. He is in- 
dividually very strong, being extreme- 
ly long bodied, with very good depth 
for a bull of his age, carrying out well 
to the tail setting, and with*plenty of 
style. He is built on a big scale, 
weighing 1800 lb. at 214 years, but in 
spite of his rapid growth retains his 
shapeliness, as shown by the photo- 
graph.

The 20-lb. "Two-year-old—Can She Come Back? 


N eminent Holstein authority— 
eminent both as a breeder and 
a thinker, a man who can milk and 
feed his own cows and make his own 
30-lb. records, a man who has served 
his term as President of the Associa- 
tion—(where was I? Oh, yes!)—an 
eminent Holstein authority, Mr. A. A. 
Hartshorn, has been quoted as | ex- 
pressing disapproval of the forcing of 
two-year-old heifers to make excep- 
tionally large records; that he would 
rather have a 2-yr-old make 20 Ib. 
than 25 lb. Another authority, a prom- 
inent western breeder, went even 
farther and stated as his opinion that 
a 2-yr-old that is forced to make 20 
lb. will not continue to develop and 
make proportionately larger records 
from year to year. 

Now, totwithstanding the fact that 
the above quoted authorities were 
studying Holsteins when the writer 
was still studying the multiplication 
table, nevertheless he—that’s me— 
was impelled to wonder and to doa 
little figuring on his own account! 


The first and most conspicuous &x- 
ample that comes to my mind seeming 
to refute the gentleman’s remarks, is 
Mr. Hartshorn’s own heifer, Mary 
Walker Pietertje, the first heifer of 
her breed—the first heifer of any 
breed—to make 20 lb. as a junior 2- 
yr-old. As we all know, Mary Walker 
Pietertje is now a 31-Ib. cow with a 
30-day record of over 130 lb. But I 
believe that a little study of the sub- 
ject will show that notwithstanding 
a few notable instances to the con- 
trary, both gentlemen have the right 
of it. 

Theoretically, a 20-lb. two-year-old 
is the equivalent of a 30-lb. cow. Math- 


ematics can prove it. Twenty is a little. 


more than twice Advanced Registry 
requirements for two-year-olds, just 
as thirty is twice requirements for 
mature cows. Simple enough. But un- 
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fortunately for our mathematical theo- 
rist, the principles of mathematics do 
not always hold when we face hard, 
stern realities. Let us see what a little

research into the annals of the Ad- 
vanced Registry shows. 

There have been officially reported, 
366 cows that have made better than 
30 lb. and of these 366, only 43 were 
recruited from the ranks of the 20-lb. 
2-yr-olds. And if we limit our state- 


ment to two-year-olds with first calf 
—not necessarily junior 2-yr-olds, but 
first calf 2-yr-olds—which I believe 
was what Mr. Hartshorn meant, this 
cuts out 10 of the 43, leaving only 33 
20-lb. two-year-olds to develop into 
30-Ib. cows. In other words, only about 
9 per cent of the 30-lb. cows of the 
breed made as much as twenty pounds 
at two years with first calf. 

“But,” someone who owns a 20-Ib. 
2-yr-old is sure to say, “What does 
that prove? Can we not conclude from 
this reasoning that 20-Ib. 2-yr-olds are 
a scarce article? Almost any cow can 
make 30-lb. You said yourself that 
there were 366 of them. But it takes 
a heifer that has the goods—like my 
heifer—to make 20 Ib. at two years.” 

Not meaning to disparage your heif- 
er at all, let us turn the light on a few 
more facts. To be entirely fair to the 
20-lb. heifer, let us assume that all 
heifers who made their records this 
year, last year, or the year before, not 
being yet mature, may develop into

30-lb. cows. Then beginning with the 
first official test and carrying our in- 
vestigations only to the beginning of 
the next to the last blue book, we find 
that 309 heifers, all of which have 
either matured or died before maturi- 
ty, have made 20-lb. records at two 
years, and of these 309 as has been 
said above, only 43 ever made 
30 lb., which you can readily see, is 
a small percentage, less than 14 per 
cent. 

The case for the defense wiil now 
proceed to open, and you, Mr. Man- 
who-owns-one, if you haven’t already 
thrown down your paper in disgust 
and maybe stopped your subscription, 
can begin to get interested. 

As has been said, the first 20-lb. ju- 
nior 2-yr-old, Mary Walker Pietertje, 
became a 31-lb. cow. Johanna De Kol 
Van Beers, one of the three 40-lb.

cows and a former World’s Champion 
for 60, 90 and 120 days, was a 20-Ib. 
2-yr-old. Jessie Fobes Bessie Home- 
stead, who has made three records in 
succession averaging over 34 Ib. each, 
made 20 lb. at barely 24 months old.

3-yr-old,.made over 26-lb. as a junior 
2-yr-old. K. P. Lady not only made 
26-lb. at 2 years but also made a year’s 
record (said to be a very deleterious 
practice) of over 922 lb., but the very 
next time she freshened she made 
over 31 Ib.

Feeding And 


Editor’s Note—In our issues of Janu- 
ary 2 and January 16, the _ subject of 
Feeding and Fitting was discussed by 
eleven leading present-day Holstein 
breeders and record-makers. The topic 
is all important, and relates to a science 
in which extraordinary progress is con- 
stantly being made. However the great 
records of today are made possible by 
the widespread adoption of common 
sense methods rather than by any radi- 
cal departures from the best methods of 
the past. The many now are following 
in the footsteps of the few who years 
ago blazed the way to success. More- 
over, it is to be supposed that a substan- 
tial degree of breed improvement, in 
consequence of the more general applica- 
tion of right methods, has given the Hol- 
stein cow of today the capacity to pro- 
duce more milk and make more butter 
than was possible for the Holstein cow 
of some years ago. 

The questions which our friends have 
been answering in the two earlier install- 
ments of this series, were suggested by 
a list of questions submitted by the 
writer five years ago. The answers then 
given embodied the results not only of 
personal observation but of consultation 
and correspondence with the most ex- 
perienced feeders of that time, and,there- 
fore, summarized the methods that had 
been tried and piven in many success- 
ful herds. The original questions and 
answers are here published as a compos- 
ite expression of earlier opinion, which 
may be profitably compared with the 
views of the present-day authorities 
quoted in the preceding issues of the 
Eastern Edition. 


I. How fat should we cet the cows 
before they freshen? 


Breeders are agreed that within 
proper limits the fatter a cow is be- 
fore calving, the better will be her 
chances of making a good record. It 
is believed that good flesh contributes 
not only to a-higher percentage of fat 
in the milk, but adds to the store of 
energy that is so important a factor 
in the doing of hard and continuous 
work. One of the best means of pro- 
viding for a reserve that will carry 
the cow successfully through the try- 
ing ordeal of calving and heavy milk 
production later, is to put her in the 
best possible flesh. It is generally 
conceded that there is little danger of 
getting a cow too fat. The success of 
the most prominent breeders of large 
record cows is attributed largely to 
their ability to put their cows in high 
condition before freshening 


il. How much grain shall we feed be- 
fore they freshen, and what kind? 
The amount will vary, according to 
the requirements of the cow. As 
soon as she is dry, the grain ration 
should commence, beginning with, 
perhaps, ouly two or three pounds at 
a feeding, twice a day, and gradually

And just one more point. Of course 
if you are working for a big average 
for all the near female ancestors of 
a bull, a 20-lb.

increasing in quantity until the cow is 
eating about all that she will readily 
take, which may be a dozen pounds a 
day, or fifteen or twenty pounds. 

The largest record cows with whose 
preparation I have been acquainted, 
were fed during this period a mixture 
consisting of bran, hominy, and oil 
meal. One of the distinguished 
breeders, who has made some extra- 
ordinary records, recommends this 
mixture, equal parts by weight, of the 
three kinds of grain; but in our own 
experience, we have found two parts 
of bran, to one of each of the other 
two kinds, a better proportion. 


Ill. How should a cow be fed on day 
of calving? 

The day of freshening and a day or 
two afterwards, only a light ration 
should be fed, consisting principally 
of bran. A hot bran “mash” (a milk- 
pail full of hot water with bran stirred 
into it, and not so thick but that. the 
cow can drink it readily) should be 
given soon after the cow has her calf, 
and she should be kept warm (by 
means of a blanket, if the weather is 
cold) so that the afterbirth will come 
away. If she has trouble calving, and 
indications show that the placenta 
may be retained, frequent doses of

1V. How much salt should they have, 
and how is the best way ‘to give 
it? ae 

Most breeders prefer to regulate the 
amount by the seeming taste of the 
animal, rather than to include the 
salt in a ready-mixed grain ration. 
In general, it may be said that a 
tablespoonful at a feeding, four times 
a day, would not be far from the 
amount required; and a good way to 
feed it is to sprinkle it on the roots 
that are fed. In addition, a little salt 
may be thrown in front of the cow 
when her manger is empty, which can 
be swept out after she has licked out 
what she wants of it. Salt is a very 
necessary part of the cow’s daily feed, 
and it creates a demand for water, 
which it is quite important that she 

should drink in liberal quantities. 


V. What is the best kind of grain ra- 
tion to feed after they freshen, 
and about how much per day? 

The following mixture is giving ex- 
cellent results now in a test: 200 Ib.

each of wheat bran, Ajax flakes and 
ground oats, 100 Ib. oil meal, 150 Ib. 
each of hominy and gluten, and 50 Ib. 
cottonseed meal. 

In general the heavy and light 
feeds are about evenly balanced. In 
the ration given, there is little of a 
nature tending to produce feverish 
conditions. More of the cottonseed 
meal can be added if the cow shows 
indications of too much looseness of 
the bowels, a handful being thrown 
into the cow’s mess for one or two 
feedings, until the difficulty is cor- 
reeted. The second or third day af- 
ter the cow freshens, if she is doing 
well, a small quantity of this ration 
may be added to the bran she is hav- 
ing, the quantity being gradually in- 
creased until, after three or four days 
more, her feed consists entirely of 
this mixture in about the proportions 
given. 

The quantity must be determined 
by the demands of the cow. Having 
become accustomed to a liberal feed 
before calving, she can be_ started 
now with about the same amount that 
she was taking before freshening, 
care being exercised that the change 
to the heavier feed is not too abrupt. 


VI. How fast should we increase the 
grain ration after they freshen? 


When the cow is milking well and 
gradually increasing in her flow, the 
grain may be increased with ‘little 
fear of harm, perhaps at the rate of a 
pound a day, in evenly divided meas- 
ure (if she is fed four times a day, 
this would mean an increase of four 
ounces at a feeding); and as long as 
she continues to gain in milk, the 
grain ration can be_ steadily  in- 
creased. When she seems to be at a 
standstill in her production, the in- 
crease in feed must be at a slower

rate. It is at this point, when she is 
doing her best, and appears to be giv- 
ing all that her capacity admits of, 
that there is the most danger of 
“throwing her off her feed”. Still, if 
she is hearty and readily cleans up 
all that is put before her, the grain 
ration may be increased very slowly, 
but the increase should be stopped at 
the first sign that she has had enough. 
Then, if she comes along well during 
the next “one or two feedings, a fur- 
ther slight increase may be _ at- 
tempted. 


Vil. Is it well to give them all the al- 
falfa they will eat? If not, how 
much?

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animals accustomed to it but should 
be fed only in such quantity as the 
cow cares for and will eat up clean. 
When green too large quantities of it 
may produce bloating in the case of 
animals not accustomed to eating it. 
However, no trouble will result, ordi- 


narily, from alfalfa fed in any 

quantity. 

Vill. Is it well to give them all the 
beets they will eat? If not, how 
many? 


Experience has taught us that it is 
an excellent plan to accustom a cow 
to beets (or other roots that are to be 
fed after calving) for some time be- 
fore she freshens. When she begins 
to “spring’—when her udder com- 
mences to enlarge—a feeding of two 
or three quarts of beets may be given, 
once a day, and the amount can be 
increased until she is having eight or 
ten quarts, once a day. She will then 
be in better shape to make use of the 
beets that are fed after she comes 
into milk, and having had this prepar- 
ation, there will be no danger in grad- 
ually increasing the quantity of beets 
fed until she is having all that she 
will eat. A hearty cow will appro- 
priate an immense quantity of beets, 
and she should be encouraged to eat 
all that she will of them—after hav- 
ing become accustomed to the roots, 
as before stated. 


IX. Is it well to give them all the en- 
silage they will eat? If not, how 
much? 


We have found that from the time 
a cow commences to make up udder 
until she calves, it is best to feed her 
rather sparingly of ensilage—perhaps 
about half the usual amount; -and af- 
ter she calves, during her test, we de 
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not encourage her to eat large quan- 
tities of ensilage, giving her only a 
moderate feeding, twice a day. Too 
much ensilage, diminishes her appe- 
tite for roots and also for grain; and 
we have found that a cow will do bet- 
ter in a test on a limited supply of 
ensilage. 

X. Is it well to keep them in a box 

stall, if that can be done? 


Whether or not a cow should oc- 
cupy a box stall during a test, will de- 
pend entirely on whether or not she 
is accustomed to the box stall. If she 
has been in the stanchion beside 
other cows up to time of calving, the 
probability is that she will be lone- 
some and, consequently, restless, in 
the box stall; but if she has been in 
the stall for a considerable time pre- 
vious to calving, so that she feels en- 
tirely at home there, it is probable 
that she will have the best chance to 
make her best record in the box stall, 
affording, as it does, a place for her 
to move around at will, and a place in 
which to lie down comfortably. 

XI. How about currying? 

Daily, persistent grooming is bene- 
ficial to the cow, and is, without doubt, 
a great help in getting her to do her 
best work in a test. The curry-comb 
and brush should be used with thor- 
oughness for a _ considerable time 
every day. The cow appreciates this 
attention, and will more than pay for 
the trouble. 


XII. What about blanketing? 


In the summer, when flies are trou- 
blesome, a light blanket is a good 
means of protection to the cows, and 
as such, is a positive benefit. It might 
also be the case that in severely cold 
weather, a blanket would be needed 
for the protection of the cows in a 
too cold stable. But under ordinary 
conditions, the blanket is not needed. 


XII. At what temperature will they 
do the best? 

The cow that is responding well in 
a test, is doing a tremendous amount 
of work, and in order to do this easi- 
ly, should have a.well ventilated, 
comfortable place in which to work. 
It should be as cool as is consistent 
with her comfort; otherwise, she will 
pant, and this makes her work harder 
to perform. Cows in a test are apt to 
suffer more from the heat than the 
cold. 


XIV. Is it well to turn them out at all 
if the weather is good? 


Authorities differ on this point. Our 
experience is that as long as a cow is 
eating well and doing good work in 
her test, it is best not to disturb her, 
but to leave her perfectly still. If she 
lacks appetite, or appears tp be reach- 
ing her lim#t in eating, a little exer- 
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cise in the open air is quite apt to 
prove beneficial. In this case, she is 
led for a time in the yard by an at- 
tendant. Some cows appear to re- 
quire out-of-door exercise in order to 
do their best, and in such cases— 
which can be determined only by ex- 
periment—it is well to have them led 
for a certain. length of time every 
day. A very successful man testing 
cattle, believes in the great benefit to 
be derived from letting his cows out 
of doors every day, regardless of the 
weather, even if only for two or three 
minutes on a stormy day, ;but opin- 
ions differ widely on this point. 


XV. Is it best to feed just before milk- 
ing or after? 


Our practice has always been to 
feed just before milking, and to milk 
while the cows are eating. This is 
the method commonly followed; and 
it is believed that a cow accustomed 
to this routine will give down her 
milk better while feeding than would 
be the case if the program were 
changed: 


XVI. If the cow does not eat quite all 
of the grain, is: it best to lessen 
the amount for the next feed? 


If this occurs when you are gradu- 
ally increasing the amount, let the 
next feeding be the same—without 
the usual gain. If you have appar- 
ently reached the limit of the cow’s 
capacity to eat, and are feeding about 
the same amount each time, it would 
be well to drop back a little in the 
next feeding, and then gradually 
come back again, as the cow appears 
able to take the full amount. If the 
cow eats the most of her grain with 
apparent relish, but leaves a little, it 
may. be necessary to make: no change 
in your program; but it is important 
that the feed left in the manger be 
immediately cleaned away. The 
feeder must study his cow, and be 
governed entirely by individual condi- 
tions. It is difficult to establish rules 
that will exactly take care of this 
question. 


XVII. If. the udder is badly caked, 
what remedy and_ treatment 
would you suggest? 

Washing with water as hot as the 
hand will bear, then hastily drying 
with a towel, following this with a 
vigorous rubbing. The water should 
be salted—a handful of salt to a basin 
of water; and care should be exer- 
cised to dry the udder quickly in or- 
der to avoid the possibility of cold. 
The rubbing that follows, should be 
vigorous and persistent. It is believed 
that there is no better remedy for 
caked udder than thorough rubbing 
with the hands. An hour or more of 
hard work of this kind, administered 
twice a day, will be found very effect- 





ive; but to accomplish results, the 

rubbing must be vigorous. 

XVIII. What, if anything, can be given 
to aid digestion and stimulate the 
appetite? 

We tried nearly all the popular 
stock foods, without discovering the 
special advantages of any particular 
brand, although the most of them are 
good. A tablespoonful of golden seal, 
given twice a day, for a day or two, 
will stimulate the appetite; but in 
general, little dependence can be 
placed on artificial aids of this kind. 


XIX. Can you suggest anything of 
value in way of feed or care, not 
brought out by above questions? 


The mangers should be kept clean 
between feeds. It is a good idea, af- 
ter hay is fed, to wait until the cow 
has picked out the best of it, as she 
will do, and then take the rest out of 
her way—when she has had all she 
wants. 

Excitement should be _ avoided. 
Strangers are sometimes a source of 
apprehension and annoyance to a cow 
that is being tested, and if so, should 
be kept away from her. 

Our practice has been to keep wa- 
ter before her all the time. 

Cows that are being tested, ought 
not to be obliged to get up every time 
a visitor comes into the stable. 

It is important that the same man 
milk the cow every time, and that he 
be a good, rapid milker.

With so many desirable sources to 
choose from, the discriminating buyer 
can afford to insist on a high degree 
of individual quality when making his 
purchases. He cannot afford to “go 
crazy” over animals of apparent in- 
ferior capacity merely because they 
happen to be bred in popular lines. 
With a more general recognition of 
the fact that the reputation of the 
breed rests on the work of the many 
and not the few, will come, it is to be 
hoped, a more intelligent appreciation 
of values whereby prices will be pro- 


‘portioned to quality, and popular esti- 


mates of the leading families will 
hold to more nearly constant levels, 
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undisturbed by the ebb and flow of a 
constantly changing, artificially creat- 
ed tide of exploitation. 





A PERSONAL LETTER 
You say you have 
When the World been lied about, that 
Goes Wrong your methods are 
under criticism and 
the men you have worked hard to 
benefit are unappreciative? 

I believe any man who does a con- 
siderable amount of business, is bound 
to meet with occasional experiences 
that are more or less troublesome. He 
will do his best to deal in a perfectly 
honorable manner, but will be accused 
of underhanded practices and some of 
his business acquaintances will actu- 
ally seem to get the impression that 
he is not square. This is a common 
penalty for helping to do the world’s 
work. A man who is worth his salt is 
sure to make enemies. 

The best thing you can do is to at- 
tach no importance to criticisms of 
this kind. The main point is to be 
sure that you are right, and knowing 
this, you can afford to ignore the other 
fellow’s grouch. 

The world’s best men have been 
subjected to snubs and insults. In a 
lately published letter of John Hay’s 
is given an account of an evening 
when President Lincoln was particu- 
larly anxious to confer with General 
McClellan and, accompanied by Mr. 
Hay, called at the General’s residence. 
Upon being informed that McClellan 
was away from home, Mr. Lincoln 
said they would await his return, 
which they did, although it was late 
before the General came back. They 
heard the servant tell him that the 
President was waiting to see him, 
but McClellan went on through the 
hall without making a reply. The visi- 
tors waited another half hour and 
were then informed that the General 
had retired and did not wish to be 
disturbed. Secretary Hay was natur- 
ally indignant and as the two walked 
back to the White House, he expressed 
his opinion of the unkind treatment 
shown the President, but Mr. Lincoln 
dismissed the incident as of no im- 
portance and never referred to it af- 
terward. Without doubt, Mr. Lincoln’s 
feelings were wounded, but his repu- 
tation was not hurt in the slightest 
degree. 

It usually works out that way. The 
man who perpetrates an insult harms 
only himself. It is vitally important, 
however, that you be worthy of your 
own good opinion. As one of my 
friends, who was quite a philosopher 
used to remark, “A man ought to be 
on good terms with himself, he has 
to be in his own company so much of 
the time.”

His existence is made up 
of a constant round of work, work, 
work. 

Neighbor B, on the other hand, gets 
ahead without apparent effort. He has 
time for a neighborhood picnic in 
summer, the farmer’s institute in the 
fall and an occasional fox-hunt in win- 
ter. He is active in every effort for 
community betterment, and has a mul- 
tiplicity of interests not immediately 
related to the farm, but his work never 
seems to lack attention. The wonder 
is how he accomplishes so much. His 
planting and haying and harvesting 
and corn cutting are always completed 
on time or a little ahead of time. How 
does he do it? 

The difference between A and B is 
largely a difference of mental pro- 
cesses. “As a man thinketh, so is he.” 
Neighbor A has a piece of work to do. 
It looms large before him. He regards 
it as a long, hard task, and a long, 
hard task it: proves, taking a long 
time to perform. Neighbor B has a 
similar piece of work to do, but he 
has other more important matters in 
view, and the first task must be dis- 
posed of quickly to make room for the 
other. It looks to him like a slight 
task, and a slight task it proves, taking 
but little time to perform. Says neigh- 
bor A, “This week, I must manage to 
build an ice house” and it takes a 
week to do it. Neighbor B, however, 
had a quantity of lumber sawed and 
hauled last winter, when there was 
little else to do and his team needed 
the exercise. Accordingy, says Neigh- 
bor B, “Tomorrow morning I must 
build my ice house” and he does it 
before breakfast!

HOLSTEIN-FRIESIANS IN 
AND AROUND DEANSBORO 


The largest herd near Deansboro is 
that of the Brothertown Stock Farm 
recently described in the columns of 
the World in a separate article. The 
general superintendent, a right good 
fellow, makes things very pleasant 
for you when you visit the farm and 
but little can be added to the words 
of Brother Prescott except to say that 
when I was there extensive improve- 
ments were in progress. The stables 
were being equipped with the James 
stanchion outfit and the platforms 
were being cork-bricked. Some of 
the things that impressed me were 
the young sons and daughters of 
Francis Jones’ Spring Farm Pontiac 
Cornucopia that stood as one of the 
sires in this herd. One of the sons is 
to be retained as a herd sire and he is 
one of the best young bulls I have 
ever seen. He is backed on the dam’s 
side by dams that have brought fame 
to the farm from the records they 
have made. These young things are 
large boned, good in quality and very 
capacious in make-up. In brief, I 
liked them. Preparations were being 
made for a good lot of official testing 
this winter and the daughter of Sadie 
Vale Concordia, the first 30-lb. cow of 
the breed, and herself a 30 pounder, 
looked and seemed to be in calf. She 
ought to make a wonderful record 
when she freshens for she will weigh 
1800 lb. and is very wide and open in 
the maternal cavity. 

On the state road near Deansboro 
is the Cloverdale Stock Farm of 
George Kennard & Son. They havea 
nice lot of young things and the aged 
cows look good. Young Mr. Kennard, 
who was at work at the Brothertown 
Stock Farm for a.short time getting 
practical experience, had recently 
made a nice purchase in the form of 
a herd sire of A. W. Brown & Sons.

Just out of Deansboro on the Oris- 
kany Falls road is the farm of Curtis 
Miller with upwards of forty pure- 
breds.

The two-year-olds, 
just freshening, were out of an im- 
torted sire, and they had the right 
shape, being very nice in the udder. 
Mr. Francis Jones bought some of his 
first purebreds of Mr. Miller. He is 
a right good fellow and when you 
ceal with him satisfaction goes with 
the purchase. 

Just a little way back, up on the 
hill from Deansboro, is the farm of 
William Goodson. Sunnyview Farm 
is seen on the buildings as you drive 





in the yard. Mr. Goodson is a lover 
of good horse flesh and his young son, 
Harry, has charge of the farm. A 
dozen purebreds were in evidence 
and they were in good thrifty condi- 
tion, exhibiting the fact of a good 
dairyman in charge. One row in the 
stable were Jerseyed up but these 
were yielding their places to the pure 
red Holsteins. The father lives in 
the village of Deansboro, being active 
in the community’s welfare and the 
canning industries around Deansboro.

E. Glenn Keyes, on the hills toward 
Clinton and just off the state road is 
just starting with a few pure breds— 
about ten in number.

She was a 
fine cow herself but what was remark- 
able was the excellent offspring she 
dropped. She was one of the kind it 
pays to keep to a ripe old age for 
reeding purposes and there were 
some other good ones. 

Over near the Brothertown Farms 
is the Kelsey Farm and young Mr. 
Kelsey has a few good ones. He has 
made some good records this year on 
senior two-year-olds. His herd is 
headed by a son of King Segis De Kol 
Korndyke out of a 24-lb. dam that he 
made the record on last year in his 
first official test. 

Right in Deansboro is the _ well 
known Hovay Farms. They have a 
choice herd of about. thirty females, 
the result of the purchase of four 
females five years ago. They inter- 
ested me in particular for the aged 
cows were St. Lawrence County bred 
and from the Midnight and Blue Bell 
strains and it is of the best for they 
are always exceptionally good _indi- 
viduals and good producers. Blue 
Belle’s daughter had just freshened 
and she was a model.

OFFICIAL RECORDS OF HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN COWS 


From the report of Malcolm H. Gardner, Supt. ef A. R., for the period from 
uct. 8 to Nov. 30, 1914: 

Luring the period from October 8th to November 39th, 1914, records for 628 cows 
were received and have been accepted to entry in the Holstein-Friesian Advanced 
Register; eleven of which were extended to twenty-one days, twelve to fourteen days, 
and eighteen to thirty days. The averages by ages or classes were as follows:

Thirty-six junior four-year-olds 
averaged: age, 4 years, 2 months, 19 days; days from calving, 15; milk, 413.1 Ibs.; per 
cent fat, 3.45; fat, 14.233 Ibs. Seventy-seven senior three-year-olds averaged: age, 
3 years. 8 months, 23 days; days from calving. 17; milk, 413 Ibs; per cent fat, 3.38; 
fat, 13.958 lbs. Eighty-four junior three-year-olds averaged: age. 3 vears, 3 months; 
days from calving, 16; milk, 372.6 Ibs ; per cent fat, 3.52; fat 13.114 Ibs. One hundred 
and four senior two-year-olds averaged: age, 2 years, 9 months, 1 day; days from 
calving, 17; milk, 350.1 Ibs.; per cent fat 3.40; fat, 11.886 Ibs. One hundred and twen- 
ty-four junior two-year-olds averaged: age, 2 years, 2 months, 4 days: days from 
calving, 18; milk, 319.1 lbs. per cent fat, 3.38, fat, 10.781 Ibs. This t.erd of 628 animals, 
of which nearly one-half were heifers with first or second calves, produced in seven 
consecutive days 244,937.4 lbs. milk containing 8,472.942 lbs. of butter-fat; thus show- 
ing an average of 346 per cent fat. The average production for’ each animal was 
390 lb. milk containing 13.492 Ib. butter-fat; equivalent to 55.7 lb. or 26.5 quarts of 
milk per day, and: 15.74 lb. of commercial butter per week.

under the head of (How fast to in- 
crease the grain ration,” they say to in- 
crease from 1 oz. to 1 lb. per day but 
do not say how much to commence 
with. I would like to know how much 
feed they commence with the day af- 
ter the cow freshens.—E. F. F., Spar- 
tansburg, Pa. 

The amount of feed to commence 
with will depend entirely upon the 
individual cow and her condition. It 
would be manifestly impossible to 
adopt any specific amount to com- 
mence with the day after freshening. 
The cow should, however, invariably 
be given a light ration for’ several 
days and then increase as directed, 
keeping careful watch of the cow to 
make sure that she is not fed more 
than she wants.
